Informers Cash In On

WASHINGTON, (ZP)—The gov­ 
ernment trained its guns on tax 
dodgers—past and future alike— 
as it came up to the 1949 income 
tax payment deadline at 
mid­ 
night tonight. 
To get help in bringing to light 
new evasion attempts, it dangled 
before prospective tax informers 
a $500,000 pool of funds available 
this year for evidence uncover­ 
ing tux frauds. 
To mop up on cases involving 
income amassed in the big war 
profit year of 1943, it asked grand 
juries over the country to rush 
indictments today lest the law’s 
time-lapse limits bar further ac­ 
tion . An indictment,

Music Writers 
Curbed By Law 


NEW 
YORK—(ZP)—Two 
anti­ 
trust judgments against “ASCA!*” 
—the American Society of Com­ 
posers, Authors and Publishers— 
have limited its 
music 
licensing 
practices and forced changes iii its 
organizational setup. 
The decrees were signed in fed­ 
eral court yesterday, with ASCAP 
agreeing to terms drawn by the 
anti-trust division of the depart­ 
ment of justice. 
ASCAP, functioning as a pool 
of music writers and publishers, 
grants performing rights and col­ 
lects royalties for almost all the 
copyrighted music in America. 
The decrees will have a wide 
effect on both foreign and domestic 
music business, but mostly in a fi­ 
nancial way. 
The main provisions of the de­ 
crees will do this: 
1. Force ASCAP to cut all ties 
with 
international 
organizations 
that might lead to a monopoly of 
foreign music iii the U. S. 
2. Make ASCAP end all arrange­ 
ments giving it sole control of a 
foreign country’s music, or which 
require similar foreign societies to 
deal with ASCAP. 
3. 
Require 
ASCAP 
to 
offer 
movie producers 
and 
television 
stations a single license to cover 
all performances of music in a film 
or telecast. 
4. Prevent ASCAP from suing 
mov ie exhibitors (theater owners) 
for royalties. 
,5 (Jive any commercial user of 
music 
who 
questions 
ASCAP’s 
royalty rates a court 
review 
of 
them. 
6. Allow any of ASCAP’s 2,400 
members to license his music inde­ 
pendently or to resign from the 
society at any time.

The main reasons for tax in­ 
forming— patriotic desire to pre­ 
vent evasions, disgruntlement

The biggest reward

date, 
$80,000 that

Three Mississippi 
Whites Face Death 
In Negro Massacre 
KOSCIUSKO, 
Miss—(Ti — The 
state of Mississippi, which rarely 
has executed a white man for kill­ 
ing a Negro, planned to seek the 
death penalty today for 
25-year- 
old Windol Whitt. 
Whitt and two other white men 
are charged with murder in the 
massacre of three Negro children 
in their home near here Jan. 8. 
Whitt goes to trial today and the 
other two 
defendants 
follow in 
consecutive weeks. They are Leon 
Turner, 38, and Malcolm Whitt, 27, 
brother of Windol. All have enter­ 
ed pleas of innocent. 
District Attorney Henry Rodgers 
said the death penalty—execution 
in the electric 
chair—would 
be 
asked in each case. 
In today’s case, Windol Whitt Is 
charged with the murder of four- 
year-old Ruby Nell Harris, daugh­ 
ter of 
Negro 
tennant 
farmer 
Thomas Harris. 
Rodgers described the shooting 
of Ruby Nell and of Frankie Thur­ 
man, 12, and M ary Bunside, 8, as a 
vengeance slaying. The prosecutor 
said the three white men believed 
the Negro family turned them In 
on complaints of burglary and at­ 
tempt to rape Harris* wife. 
The trio was charged according­ 
ly and place in the Attala county 
jail. Using a beer-can opener, the 
men escaped 
jail. 
Rodgers said 
they returned to the Harris home 
to take venegeance against the Ne­ 
gro family. 
The state’s 21 witnesses includ­ 
ed Harris, 50, who 
is 
paralyzed 
from a bullet, and his 14-year-old 
step-daughter, Verline 
Thurman, 
who is recovering from a bullet 
wound received at the same lime.

Legislators Hostile 
At Opening Session

In his opening: m essage the 
governor asked the lawm ak­ 
ers to tax corporation prof­ 
its enough to wipe out an an­ 
ticipated record $110,600,000 
deficit in the sta te’s general 
fund next year. 
Appearing before an 
ad­ 
m ittedly hostile legislature at 
l l a. rn., W illiam s asked the 
predom inantly 
R e p u b I i- 
can lawmakers to enact an 
18-point 
program 
packed 
with political appeal in a cam­ 
paign year. 
The 39-year - old 
Democratic 
chief executive had one new sur­ 
prise for his listeners—a proposal 
that they place on the November 
election ballot a 
constitutional 
amendment to permit citizens 
18 
years old to vote. The minimum 
age limit now is 21. 
Consumer Has Enough 
The rest of Williams’ legislative 
program had been well-advertised 
before—including a record 
$340,- 
578,472 budget for next 
year— 
$66,000,000 higher than in the cur­ 
rent year. 
The governor led the legislature 
through a recitation of his efforts 
to hold down expenses, of his esti­ 
mate that a $16,000,000 to $24,000,- 
000 deficit will pile up this year, 
of his statement that the state is 
spending more than $40,000,000 a 
year above what it takes in—and of 
the fact that “the economic condi­ 
tion of the state is good.” 
“ It does not seem good business 
to incur a deficit in a year of gen­ 
eral prosperity,” he said. 
Then he told the legislature that 
Michigan consumers cannot stand 
any more taxes. They now pay 80 
per cent of all state revenues, he 
said. 
He called again for enactment of 
a corporation profits tax which the 
G. O. P.-controlled legislature de­ 
feated last spring. 
Arguments Answered 
Williams replied directly to Re­ 
publican arguments that a corpor­ 
ation tax would only be passed on 
to the consumer anyway and that 
it 
would 
drive 
business 
from 
Michigan. 
He quoted the chairman of the 
Republican platform-drafting com­ 
mittee, Dr. Robert,S. Ford of the 
University of Michigan, as saying 
economists and businessmen queri­ 
ed do not believe the tax is passed 
along to the consumer. 
Thirty-two other states, which 
have similar taxes have experienc­ 
ed no loss of business and two, ho 
said, have gained industiies.

New Give-Away 
Plan Outlined 
For Farmers 


Price Support Bill 
Goes To Truman 
By FRANCIS M. LE MAY 
WASHINGTON— (ZP) —A far­ 
reaching give-away program in­ 
tended to lift the surplus potato 
burden from the farm price sup­ 
port plan, may be 
on 
President 
Trum an’s desk by the weekend. 
The program is included in com­ 
promise legislation, that also seeks 
to remove inequities in cotton and 
peanut acreage allotments for the 
1950 crop. The measure, approved 
yesterday by a Senate-House con­ 
ference committee, is expected to 
get prompt approval by the two 
houses. 
It would authorize about 1,250,- 
000 additional acres for the 1950 
cotton plantings, and boost pea­ 
nut acreage by about 100,000, prin­ 
cipally in Alabama and Texas. 
The secretary of agriculture is 
authorized not only to give away 
surplus potatoes bought by the 
government but also to pay the 
transportation for their delivery to 
such recipients as public and pri­ 
vate non-profit 
institutions 
and 
organizations. 
Gifts of potatoes may be made 
abroad, through international or­ 
ganizations. and the United States 
government would pay the freight 
to the American port where the 
potatoes are to be loaded for ship­ 
ment. 
The bill makes a start at getting 
to the bottom of the surplus pro­ 
duction problem. It provides 1950 
price supports for only those po­ 
tatoes produced by farmers oper­ 
ating under marketing agreements 
or, if it is too late to institute such 
agreements generally, 
the sup­ 
ported growers must operate un­ 
der a program devised 
by 
the 
secretary jtoxu orderly movement 
of the spuds to markets. 
For 1951 the bill provides sup­ 
ports only for potatoes operating 
under a marketing quota system. 
Details of this system 
will 
be 
worked out in separate legisla­ 
tion. 


Baby-Sitter, 15,

The shooting followed an argu­ 
ment over whether the girl should 
accomoany Speer to a movie or 
serve as a baby sitter.

tor arth ritis an d 
o th e r 
diseases. 
A nother horm one stim ulates the 
sex glands to produce sex ho r­ 
mones. 
A n o th er 
controls 
body 
grow th. A n o th er governs the th y ­ 
roid gland. 
These 
fantastic 
factories 
are 
pale-pink, and a b o u t th e size of a 
pea. They have been kept 
alive 
and growing as long as IO weeks, 
and probably can be kept produc­ 
ing even longer. 
T he am ounts of horm ones h a r­ 
vested from th em a re small. 
The 
m ethod still is experim ental, but 
is offers hope for practical mass- 
production 
of 
these 
horm ones, 
says Dr. L eo n ard Scheele, 
s u r­ 
geon-general of the Public H ealth 
Service. 
Dr. Scheele described this m ed ­ 
ical achievem ent

R at

produce 
the 
sam e horm ones. T eam w ork at the 
N ational C ancer 
In stitu te 
suc­ 
ceeded rn keeping the rat glands 
alive, a n d 
getting 
harvests 
of 
th e ir horm ones. 
T he w o rk is being done by Dr. 
Roy H ertz, chief, 
and 
W illiam 
T u lin e r of the endocrinology sec­ 
tion; Dr. V irginia Evans, Dr. W il­ 
ton Earle, and Mrs. Helen Waltz 
of th e tissue cu ltu re unit. 
M ore th a n 150 rat glands have 
been kept in production this way. 
T hree tim es a 
week, 
the 
fluid 
is taken out, and the horm ones 
ex tra c te d from it. New fluid is 
added to keep the gland fu nction­ 
ing an d alive. 
It is planned, Dr. Scheele said, 
to try to grow sex glands, ad re n al 
glands an d thyroid glands along 
w ith the p itu itary . This would tell 
scientists m ore about the 
in te r­ 
action of these glands and their 
horm ones, an d 
help

standing tlie

cancer an d horm ones.

ACTH w orks 
by 
stim u latin g the adrenal gland to 
produce cortisone. Both are being 
used on hu m an s, but supplies are 
scarce.

The new separator consists of a 
rotating drum m ounted in a pulp 
box of special design. Stationary

pro­ 
vide the means w hereby iron ore 
: is extracted from the taconite. 
As the m ixture passes beneath 
i the separator’s rotating d rum the 
! m agnets draw the iron ore to the 
: drum . The movement of the drum 
I carries the ore through a washing 
: zone and then 
aw ay 
from 
the 
i direct pull of the magnets. 
The ore nodules produced 
in 
the process will be about 64 per 
j cent iron. This is several per cent 
higher than the high-grade ores 
now used in blast furnaces. Econ­ 
omies in shipping and blast fur- 
, nr.ee operations made possible by 
this richer ore is expected to off-^ 
set the added cost of 
extracting 
the ore from taconite.

wives who want to better their 
chances in life by continuing their 
educations 
Ile ruled that married students 
cannot be barred 
from 
public 
schools. 
That decision makes sense. To 
begin with, why shouldn’t they 
attend 
school? 
There’s 
nothing 
wicked about marriage 
and 
no 
reason why 
a 
married 
student 
should be a bad influence on his 
schoolmates. 
There Are Two Sides 
If parents figure 
that 
letting 
married students mingle with un­ 
married students 
is 
going 
to 
create an epidemic of youthful 
marriages they might look at the 
other side of the picture. 
The unmarried students can see 
at first hand how many problems 


confront the young 
couple 
who 
rush into marriage 
before 
they 
finish their educations. 
Such ex­ 
amples ought to make them less 
enthusiastic, 
if 
anything, about 
too-early marriage. 
And, as one high school home 
economics teacher has 
told 
me, 
some of her best 
students 
are 
married girls. 
They are already 
faced with the problems she is 
trying to make her other students 
realize they will be facing in a 
few years—the 
problems 
con­ 
cerned with running a house, en­ 
tertaining, stretching 
a 
budget, 
etc. 
Most parents 
probably 
agree 
that kids in high school have no 
business 
getting 
married. 
But 
that doesn’t mean that once they­ 
’re married they have no business 
getting an education. 
If anybody needs an education 
it’s the boy who has a wife to 
support and the girl who is faced 
with the job of starting another 
new home.

fashioned enough to consider that 
a woman’s right to personal hap­ 
piness comes after her duty as a 
wife and mother. 
Sure, a young girl-has a right 
to happiness. 
She has a right to 
fall in love with and marry the 
man of her coice. 
But from there on duty comes 
before happiness. 
From the min­ 
ute that she becomes a wife, she 
is a woman with a woman’s full 
responsibilities. 
She is no longer a girl in search 
for the will-o-the-vvisp of happi­ 
ness. 
She is a woman destined to 
work out her own happiness in 
relationship to the 
happiness 
of 
her husband and of any children 
they may bring into the world. 
Her Life Is No Longer Her Own 
She hasn’t the right to chase 
happiness any more. Instead she 
should set herself to the lifelong 
task of creating a

mar­ 
riage, making a home in which 
the children can be happy, and 
taking gratefully what happiness 
comes her way and what she can 
work out for herself. 
Too many women today feel as 
Miss Bergman apparently does— 
that happiness is their due and 
that they have a right to chase it 
wherever it may lead them.
